Reminiscing

I recently read “Happy Recollec¬ 
tions” by Cynthia Hull Baugh Sierra 
Madre's Newspaper. That’s all it took to 
rattle my aging brain into vivid reminis¬ 
cence. I just had to respond, and I’m sure 
that Cynthia may be a bit surprised and 
relate to some of the ancient history that 
I recall in this article. I can bet that John 
Kenndy, Jim Heasley, Joe and Babbie 
(Bains) Scalzo (with whom I recently 
corresponded) plus many of my Japa¬ 
nese friends will back me when I say 
that, “I can out-reminisce anybody in 
town” pertaining to historical incidents 
(that took place from 1920 to 1972) and 
to people that contributed so much that 
in the passing of time, it has become not 
only ancient, but interesting history. Re¬ 
cording these memories which might 
have otherwise been lost is what has 
made this community uniquely differ¬ 
ent. 

So, let’s get back to Cynthia. Miss 
Lusted was a tremendously strong influ¬ 
ence on me, also. She had the ability of 
bringing out latent talents, by her strong 
and animated explanations. When she 
spoke, you listened. She became very 
special to me. I spent many hours after 
school, helping her prepare work for her 
classes the following day, and loved it. 
I felt privileged by the attention and con¬ 
fidence she gave me. It stands to reason 
that a teacher will spend more of her 
own time on a student that show genu¬ 
ine interest in the subject at hand. Be¬ 
sides posted and water color, she taught 
clay modeling and wicker basket weav¬ 
ing. I still have a wicker serving tray in 
use. I also have a Kingfisher (Bird) and 
a sphinx-like dog (paperweight) that I 
spent hours on. She would have all of the 
better work fired and glazed for us. One 
afternoon, after we had finished a 
project for her next day’s work, she 
proudly showed me her first new car, a 
1926 Model T. Ford couple. She then 
gave me a lift home on her way to her 
home in Pasadena. Although she had a 
pleasant manner about her, she was ca¬ 
pable of displaying a temper. If you 
made the mistake of getting out of line, 
she wasn’t a bit hesitant about giving 
you a sample of it. 

Around 1946, I had the unexpected 
pleasure of visiting with her when she 
came down from her home in Ashland, 
Oregon, to visit with old friends, most¬ 
ly teachers. During the reunion, we had 
a short but wonderful time recalling the 
halcyon days. I asked her if she remem¬ 
bered when Emanual Silberman took off 
the tip of his thumb on the paper trim¬ 


mer. She remembered. We somehow got 
around to her tember, no doubt mel¬ 
lowed by now. She laughed. Her sense 
of humor now showed itself. With a 
slightly devilish look from her expres¬ 
sive brown eyes, and a hint of a smile, 
she asked, “Did you ever know Walton 
Bayard?” (I believe his sister, Doris 
Webster, still lives in town) “Yes, I 
knew him very well,” I replied. “Well,” 
she started, “It hadn’t exactly been the 
best day of my life, and I was a bit on 
edge, so when he smarted off to me, I 
was angered and let him know it. He 
made a big mistake. He laughed at me. 
That did it. My anger turned to rage. I 
grabbed him and completely tore the 
shirt off his back. I didn’t stop until it 
was in shreds!” 

It’s wonderful how the passing of 
time can, by simply recalling it, change 
a violent act of destruction into a come¬ 
dic scenario. By now, we were both 
laughing. T’was a short two hours we 
had, rehashing the Good Old Days with 
this amazing lady. A few years later, I 
ran into Walton Bayard. He laughingly 
confirmed the story. “Yes,” he said, 
“She tore into me like a wild cat. Never 
again did I get out of line with that lady,” 
and then added “She was great. She 
taught me respect in quick time.” 

A couple of lines back, I stopped, 
leaned back, and had a silent chuckle. I 
was re-hearing Walt, telling it like it 
was. I reminded him that in those days, 
many of us kids didn’t wear undershirts, 
especially in the .summer, so it could be 
said that on that day, he went home top¬ 
less! As I think back, I wonder if Walt’s 
sister, Doris, knows about this ri{>ping; 
good story?! He was a very gregarious 
person. His smiling eyes enhanced his 
personality. I regret that I didn’t make it 
a point to spend more time with this nice 
person. His younger brother Eddie Ba¬ 
yard and I were at Wilson Jr. High at the 
same time. Although he was a capricious 
kid, and fun-loving, he no doubt picked 
up some solid patriotism when he at¬ 
tended a military academy before going 
to Wilson, because he entered an essay 
contest on Americanism and won the 
award. 1 wonder if Cynthia remembers 
this.

gett said. “Except for a call 
from a reporter, I haven’t 
heard much about it.” 

One of many issues of 
concern to a variety of In¬ 
dian tribes is the interpre¬ 
tation of the federal 
government’s law con¬ 
cerning class three gam¬ 
ing. The U.S. Constitution 
stipulates that Congress 
will deal with Indian tribes 
on matters of commerce, 
including gambling. While 
Congress has stated that 
Indian tribes can operate 
Class 1 and Class 2 gam¬ 
bling operations (which 
cover things such as bingo 
and player vs. player 
games like poker) without 
the approval of the State, 
they need a compact with 
the State to operate Class 3 
gambling (player vs. 
house, such as slot ma¬ 
chines). The law mentions 
an exchange of currency in 
its discussion of Class 3 
gambling, which various 
Indian tribes have at¬ 
tempted to circumvent by 
using scrip instead of cash. 

Goveraw Pete Wilson 


has the authority to nego- 
tioate compacts with In¬ 
dian tribes (which may be 
delegated) and to execute 
those compacts (which 
may not be delegated). 
Wilson, however, is not 
negotiating with tribes 
who are currently operat¬ 
ing player vs. house games 
for scrip, which he consid¬ 
ers a Class 3 operation, 
and in violation of the law. 

A bi-partisan group of 
the majority of State legis¬ 
lators, including Margett, 
has asked the federal gov¬ 
ernment not to intervene 
until the State resolves the 
conflict of law that exists. 
“We’re a state in a nation 
of laws, and it’s our re¬ 
sponsibility to resolve con¬ 


flicts of law," Margett 
said. 

Margett went on to say, 
“The Indians believe that it 
is their right to support 
their families.

completed last November. 

A building, however, is 
not enough. Not even a 
4,000+ square foot build¬ 
ing. Which is where a 
couple of friends of Den¬ 
nis Cosso’s figured promi¬ 
nently. Cosso’s best friend 
since age 10 is Bob Gru¬ 
ber, who owns Cemco. 
Cemco provided the sev¬ 
eral thousands of pounds 
of free weights for the 
weight room, at cost. A 
friend of Gruber’s and 
Cosso’s is Tom Csnar, 
who owns Muscle Dynam¬ 
ics. Muscle Dynamics pro¬ 
vided the machines for the 
weight room, as well as 
thousands of dollars of 
rubber matting for the 
floors, also at cost. In the 
end, some $90,000 of 
equipment came into the 
weight room for the price 
of $36,000. 

The gym is equipped as 
well as any athletic club. 
Countless free weights are 
set up throughout the 
building. There are dumb¬ 
bells, barbells, squat cages, 
incline benches, and ma¬ 
chines designed to isolate 
every muscle you’ve heard 
of, and some you haven’t. 
There are duplicate ma¬ 
chines for when large 
groups come into the 
room, which is daily, ac¬ 
cording to Masterson: “It’s 
amazing how many kids 
you can get working out in 
here. The swim team 
comes in at 6:00 a.m., and

While the weight room 
serves the needs of Arca¬ 
dia High School’s 6(X) or 
so competitive athletes, the 
beauty of it, according to 
Cosso, is that it’s also 
available for everyone 
else, too.
